London—CR—German raiders ap- 


peared today oft the strategic Firth 
of Forth in Scotland and the estu- 
aries of the Humber and Thames on 
England's eastern coast the air'min- 
istry announced. 


No bombs were dropped and no 


alarms were sounded as the renew- 
ed flights of the nazis over the Brit- 
ish coast met quick resistance from 
British fighters and anti-aircraft 
batteries. 


The Evening News said that the 


last 24 hours had been the busiest 
faced by-the royal air force since 
the war began and the British fliers 
"have had to fight their fiercest 
battles." 


Today's flights brought the first 


German air visits of the war to the 
Tyneside, important 
shipbuilding I 


and shipping center. 


The air ministry said German 


planes attempting to bomb a mer- 
chant vessel off the Norfolk coast 
were intercepted and driven off by 
defense fighters. 


Its communique said "consider- 


able air activity off the east coast of

Copenhagen—dV-Reports were received here today that more than 100 


Soviet Russian officers had been called back from the Finnish front, some 
of them to face trial before special courts. 


The reports, which reached Norwegian and Finnish quarters from num- 


erous sources, said that the officers would be tried before courts con- 
sisting of people's commissars. 


The Russian commissariat dealing with supplies was reported espe- 


cially to be under a penetrating inquiry, which, it was said, already has 
led to executions. Immediate verification of the reports was lacking. 


Observers here were inclined to link the reports with the Moscow an- 


nouncement that Mikhail M. Kaganovich had been relieved as commis- 
sar for the Soviet aviation industry and "transferred to another post." 


Kaganovich held a key post, and one of his duties was to supply ma- 


terials to plane factories. 


Report Reorganization 


There were persistent reports that the Russian forces were being re- 


organized because of weaknesses shown up in the invasion of Finland. 


These reports reached not only Helsinki but several other Scandinavian 


capitals.

U.S. Must Consider 


Possible Defeat of 


Allies, Stark States 


Washington —civ- Admiral Har- 


old R. Stark told congress today that 
m considering the proposed $1,300,- 
000,000 expansion of the fleet "we 
must face tjie possibility of an al- 
lied defeat" in the current Euro- 
pean war. 


Testifying before the house naval 


affairs committee, the chief of na- 
val operations declared that in de- 
termining this country's defense 
needs, the possibility that the nav- 
io; of the European democracies 
might be wiped out must be taken 
into account 


"Then \vc must measure the 


strength of any potential combina- 
tions of enemies," he added. 


Los Angeles —tD— The senate 


civil liberties committee had in its 
records today the story of how 
Los Angeles garment manufactur- 
ers, beset by a strike in 1936, raised 
a fund for police officers assigned 
to guard their plants. 


Senator Robert M. LaFollette, Jr., 


chairman of the 
committee, read 


from bank books of the Southern 
California Garment Manufacturers' 
association the record of payments 
totaling $769.50. 


Nelson R. Wolfe, former secretary 


of the assocation, testified he col- 
lected the money from its members 
and paid it in cash to Captain Wil- 
liam F. Hynes, former head of the 
police intelligence squad. 


Lieutenant Ralph A. Wellcott and 


Police Officer William C. Shurley. 
who said they were assigned to 
garment workers' strike duty, told 
the committee the money came to 
them, still in cash, through the of- 
fice of the bureau. 


Afterward Captain Hynes appear- 


ed at his own request to explain 
that the practice was of long stand- 
ing in the police department. Dur- 
ing the Los Angeles waterfront 
strike in the same year, he said, he 
collected more than $140.000 from 
employers for the purpose. He testi- 
ifed he had made repeated efforts to 
have it ended. 


Pressed by Senator LaFollette for 


his reasons for rewarding the po- 
licemen, already paid by the city. 
Wolfe said members of his asso- 
ciation had suggested the officers be 
reimbursed for the meals they had 
been forced to buy while on strike 
duty. 


Roosevelt Favors *Super-Tax? 


To Pay for National Defense 


But Wants Congress Initiative 


Washington — (?) — President 


Roosevelt looks with favor on a 10 
per cent "super-tax" on the income 
tax to pay emergency national de- 
fense costs, administration officials 
said today, but he wants congres- 
sional leaders to take the initiative 
in framing proposals. 


The "super-tax." although still an 


informal 
idea, migh* be applied 


retroactively to 1939 income as well 
as to 1940 income. A taxpayer 
would 
compute his levy in the 


usual way and then add 10 per cent 
to the total. 


These sources predicted that the 


response to the president's budget 
message request for $460,000.000 in 
additional taxes probably would be 
developed after Chairman Dough- 
ton (D-N. C.) consults the house 
ways and means committee, Chair- 
man Harrison (D-Miss.) consults 
the senate finance committee, and 
both confer with the president and 
Secretary Morgcnthau. 


Officials said that the president 


virtually eliminated all but income 


tax sources for new revenues when 
he specified that the new taxes 
ought to be "according to ability to 
pay and avoid taxes which de- 
crease consumer purchasing pow- 
er." 


He was represented as liking the 


super-tax idea 
particularly be- 


cause of its mathematical simplic- 
ity. 
It involves no complicated 


changes in tax rates. If a corpor- 
ation calculated its income tax at 
present rates to be $1.000. it would 
know immediately that its tax un- 
der the proposed law' would total 
$1.100. 


The budget also has caused some 


officials 
to wonder whether the 


time might be ripe for broadening 
the income tax base, a project pre- 
viously endorsed in principle and 
rejected as impractical by many 
treasury officials and the president 
himself. This would involve lower 
exemptions and high rates for per- 
sons in the lower and middle in- 
come brackets. 


Washington—CJV-A senate judi- 


ciary subcommittee today recom- 
mended confirmation of Attorney 
General Frank Murphy as an associ- 
ate justice of the supreme court, af- 
ter Murphy had voluntarily ap- 
peared before the group. 


The unanimous action came after 


Murphy had assured senators that 
he opposed use of force "by either 
side" in labor disputes and that he 
believed the supreme court has the 
power and duty to invalidate acts of 
congress when they contravene the 
federad constitution. 


Senators Burke (D-Neb.), chair- 


man of the subcommittee, Austin 
(R-Vt), Connally (D-Texas) and 
Kins (D-Utah) all fired questions 
at Murphy about his views of the 
constitution 
and duties of a su- 


preme court justice. 


The nomination now must be con- 


sidered by the full judiciary com- 
mittee, probably Monday, and then 
sent to the senate for expected con- 
firmation. Murphy's appointment 
as attorney general a year ago was 
confirmed 78 to 7. 


No Formal Hearings 


Senators McCarran (D-Nev.) and 


Borah (R-Idaho). subcommitteemen 
unable to attend the session, sent 
word that they approved the nomi- 
nation. The meeting was called by 
Burke after receipt of some letters 
of protest which the chairman said 
made it necessary to decide whether 
formal hearings on Murphy's qual- 
ifications for the position should be 
held. 


The committee removed that pos- 


sibility, however, when it voted in 
favor of confirmation. 


Murphy, 46, would succeed the 


late Justice Pierce Butler as a mem- 
ber of the supreme court He has 
served as attorney general since last 
January. 


Judiciary subcommittees already 


had approved President Roosevelt's 
nominations of Robert H. Jackson, 
now solicitor general, to succeed 
Murphy as attorney general, and 
Francis Biddle. now a third federal 
circuit court judge, to be solicitor 
general. 


Sweden Promises 
Help to Finland 
Against Soviet 


Bang Pledges 'Humanitar- 


ian' but Not Military 


Assistance 


Stockholm—tP>— King Gustaf V, 


in a speech from the throne, said to- 
day the Swedish people's desire to 
help Finland was "manifested un- 
mistakably" in humanitarian aid, 
but he gave no suggestion of pos- 
sible military assistance in the war 
against Soviet Russia. 


"Finland's Involvement in armed 


conflict touches Swedish people in 
the deepest way.Mhe king said.— 


"The willingness to hurry assist- 


ance to a brother people is mani- 
fested unmistakably. Sweden feels 
an obligation to give 
Finland's 


brave people every material hu- 
manitarian help which is possible 
while heeding its own position." 


This last phrase was regarded as 


an allusion to Sweden's official at- 
titude of neutrality. 


Sweden is determined to defend 


her own independence voider all 
circumstances, the king said, a sen- 
timent voiced also by Prime Min- 
ister Per Albin Hansson who spoke 
later. 


Deficit Indicated 


As members of the riksdag met in 


the throne room to hear the king 
and prime minister, they learned 
that Sweden's record budget of 800,- 
000,000 kronor (about $200.000.000) 
for military defense in the next fis- 
cal year would cause a deficit for 
the first time in many years. 


The budget for ordinary expenses 


was placed at 1.457,000.000 kronor 
(about $366,000.000), with an esti- 
mated income of 1,692,000,000 kron- 
pr (about $423.000,000), but the mil- 
itary budget was set up as a special 
item outside this.

Present Structure 'Totally 


Inadequate,' He Says

Delay in the building of a new 


Outagamie county courthouse may 
mean greater expense of construc- 
tion because of higher interest rates 
and building costs. Attorney Alfred 
S. Bradford said in a talk before the 
Appleton Kiwanis club at noon yes- 
terday in the Conway hotel 


Bradford, a member of the court- 


house building committee, said that 
the county could not build at a more 
advantageous time than the present 
because of extremely low interest 
rates and comparatively reasonable 
building costs. 


He termed the present building 


'totally inadequate because 
the 


number of agencies that have of- 
fices in it need far more room than 
is available and declared that "you 
can keep on repairing the court- 
house forever, but it still will not be 
adequate". 


The debate in the county board is 


not over whether the county needs 
a new courthouse, which is appar- 
ent, but whether it should be done 
now or later, Bradford said. 


He remarked that in contemplat- 


ing a new building, he is "not talk- 
ing about a -marble monument to 
the county, but a plain working 
place for county officers and the 
public." 


It is difficult to persuade Outa- 


gamie county residents to visit the 
courthouse for the 
purpose 
of 


matching its accommodations with 
the needs, Bradford said, and many 
of those who do inspect the building 
fail to understand its shortcomings. 


Facilities A'"Disgrace" 


He declared that facilities in the 


"county court alone are a disgrace". 
Through this court go estates, in- 
sane cases, juvenile delinquency 
cases, mothers and blind pensions, 
the attorney said, pointing out that 
"all these people and Judge Heine- 
mann must discuss their business in 
a single room." 


The same is true of the municipal 


and circuit courts, where there is 
insufficient room for privacy for 
jurors, judges, and lawyers. 


County records, particularly, are 


in a disorganized state because of 
the lack of sufficient filing facilities, 
Bradford said. Records which can't 
be stored in their respective offices 
are placed in the courthouse and 
jail basements. 


He said the county treasurer's of- 


fice is far too small to meet needs 
and that "every time it rains, water 
comes through the west wall and 
ceiling onto the records."

Tlffi FEDERAL OLD AGE 


LXSURANCE PLAN 


On the first of the year our Old Age 


Insurance struck the full maturity of its 
stride in that the government will begun 
paying benefits under the plan. 


It is a day of importance in American 


history. For some reason difficult to com- 
prehend our country was far in the rear 
of other comparable countries in respect 
to securing a certain indispensable pro- 
tection to its aged against the bitter vi- 
cissitudes of life. 


Bui. :n true American fashion, once 


•we started at the job we have far out- 
stripped the rest of the world in the lib- 
erality of payments and the breadth of 
inclusions into the system. 


Since credits and discredits for ad- 


vancements or blunders are a constant 
part of the American political scenery Mr. 
Roosevelt has earned the medal for pion- 
eering in establishing the system, and the 
congress elected in 1938, and which was 
far from friendly to the President, is en- 
titled to our gratitude for pulling the 
method that had been established out of 
the mire where it was near collapse and 
setting it by amendment on its feet. 
• • • 


As orginally planned a "full reserve" 


was to be provided out of which to make 
payments down through the years. Al- 
though such reserve is generally consid- 
ered essential to meet obligations as they 
mature Congress considered it imperative 
to abandon the plan because of the wild 
extravagances that had already crept into 
government practices and the continual 
danger that was bound to persist with all 
these payroll monies rolling in* 


The amendment of last year provided 


a tax of one per cent instead of one and 
one-half per cent due to be paid. This 
alone saves workers and employers 275 
millions per year, a sum that may there- 
fore trickle off into the channels of trade 
instead of going to Washington with the 
almost certainty of its wastage. The same 
amendment advanced payments of the 
benefits two years, widened benefits for 
wives and children and liberalized provi- 
sions for those workers retiring in the 
early years of the system. Also, by ex- 
tending the coverage of the system, it 
brought in another million persons such 
as seamen and bank employes who were 
not covered theretofore. 


As a substitute for the "full reserve 


fund" we have ventured upon a pay-as- 
you-go basis with a sufficient reserve, 
however, to meet any reasonable, near- 
time contingencies. Had the administra- 
tion shown the promised care of public 
funds upon which it deceptively rode to 
power it is highly probable that the pay- 
as-you-go system would have been un- 
necessary. But the nearly two billion dol- 
lars already paid by workers and em- 


f ployers for the government to preserve 
-had actually been squandered down to 


~ the last cent In time, under Mr. Roose- 


- velt's original plans these payments would 
/total over 40 billions. If they were to be 
i diverted the same way the first two bil- 
lions were the Social Security law might 
well become in time a millstone around 
the neck of the nation. And because of 
the profligacy at the national capital the 
fundamentally correct method was aban- 
doned simply because 
the 
government 


• could not he trusted with the funds. 


* • * 


But our Old Age System, detailed and 


complicated as it is, should be a constant 
reminder to us of the excellent progress 
that is always possible through demo- 
cratic processes. Although the original 
act was passed in an atmosphere of high 
political emotionalism and to prepare for 
a campaign that was in the offing sober 
study and discussion hastened by the re- 
versals of an election that showed the 
common man was doing better and deeper 
thinking than his chosen representatives, 
exposed the weaknesses and pointed to 
the remedies which have already been in- 
stituted. 


It would have been far better, and 


more sensible, to have gone through this 
educational process first but the political 
exigencies of the day would not permit it. 


It is not at all unlikely that future ex- 


perience will impel further corrections 
and improvements. But the.country should 
be warmly cheered by the fact that it has 
taken a mighty step toward the just and 
the clean improvement of social condi- 
tions ana therefore provided a substantial 
increase in the happiness of our American 
race.

FIRST CHARGES FOUND GROUNDLESS 


The American board of inquiry into 


the disaster that overtook the Athenia 
in the early days of the war has reported 
that no credible evidence was found to 
sustain the allegation that this passenger 
boat was torpedoed by a German subma- 
rine. 


It may be remembered that Winston 


Churchill, first lord of the admiralty, was 
quick to rharge this ruthless destruction 
of helpless passengers to Hitler and that 
Berlin vigorously denied the accusation. 
The German submarine war had been con- 
ducted upon a relatively high standard of 
ethics and corroborates the Berlin claim 
that there was no submarine in the vi- 
cinity of the Athenia.

' There hasn't been the slightest in- 
dication yet that President Roose- 
velt might file' such a statement 
But unless he withdraws before that

The usual explanations arc offered: Increas- 
ng mechanization of industry; longer working 
lours in industries which formerly had em- 
ployes on a part-time basis; new workers— 
young people—coming to the labor market at 
:he rate of 600.000 a year. As always, WPA do- 
fends its thesis that no imaginable industrial 
mprovement could possibly remove the need 
for WPA. It may be true. 


But let's hear from one WPA official who 


takes, on this matter, an unorthodox position. 
He is John K. Jennings, state administrator for 
Indiana. "I never have considered WPA any- 
thing but an emergency agency," he says. 


Private employment is increasing rapidly in 


Indiana, according to Mr. Jennings. And so he 
is operating WPA in that state as a labor pool, 
with the object of giving every possible person 
an opportunity to leave relief and return to in- 
dustry. He has appointed liaison men in every 
industrial district to work with the United 
States Employment Service. Indexed files list all 
WPA workers and their qualifications. Factor- 
ies wanting to hire men are helped to find them 
in a hurry through these files. Largely as a 
result of this intelligent operation there are 
only 50.000 persons on the WPA rolls, although 
the state's quota, assigned by Washington, is 
59,500. And Mr. Jennings sees hope, if industrial 
improvement continues, of almost completely 
liquidating WPA in Indiana. 


Perhaps what WPA need?, among other 


things, is more officials who, like Mr. Jennings, 
see it as their duty to find people jobs rather 
than reasons why they should remain depend- 
ent on the government.—New York World- 
Telegram.

local tax losses resulting from the 
entry of forest lands under the for- 
est crop system. 


The state now has almost 2,000,000 


acres under the forest crop law, in- 
tended to encourage private forest 
plantations by allowing owners a 
nominal tax of 10 cents an acre in- 
stead of the relatively higher gen- 
eral property tax. Thus if the local- 
ities were to receive a 10 cents per 
acre compensation from the state 
government, as clearly intended 
when the law was written, an ap- 
propriation of 
at 
least .$200,000 


would obviously be necessary. 
PRO-RATING 


But since 1935 the state has made 


available only $150.000 annually, in 
the face of the fact that acreage un- 
der forest crop is steadily gaining. 
Moreover, the emergency board re- 
cently lopped off $35.000 from the 
1940 appropriation, and will prob- 
ably also cut the 1941 funds when 
the time comes. Thus the localities 
will get not 10 cents, but only a 
little more than half of that. 


The state's habit of pro-rating ap- 


propriations for aids to localities 
was ihc most important 
factor 


bringing about the creation several 
years ago of the Wisconsin County 
Boards Association, which

TROUBLE WITH STATIC? 


Fortunately when I was a boy in 


Canadaigua the physics class, un- 
der Prof. William Bennett, by dint 
of brisk friction, on rare days in 
the school year, contrived to get up 
enough static to produce a 
faint 


snap, shock or discharge on contact 
with a door knob, light fixture or 
another body. Otherwise I'd dismiss 
all the complaints I receive about 
the body being full of electricity as 
crackpot fancies. 


Here is a fair example of the sort 


o£ thing: 


Dear Dor. Brad\: 
(The lady saves herself from a 
C rating by the period) 
I have a problem for you what 
is a problem. 
While employed 


as a telephone operator my body 
has become so charged with 
electricity that at times it is im- 
possible to touch anything—ev- 
en a frying pan or a bar of socp. 
I can cause more static on a ra- 
dio than any weather conditions 
we have here. 
In short, anything I touch pro- 
duces a shock which, although 
not too bad, nevertheless has be- 
come very annoying. 
I blame the 
(telephone com- 


pany) for my jolts, but 
per- 


haps I'm wrong. 
Have you anything to offer as 
to cause, or, what is more im- 
portant, a cUrc?

Westward ho on a bright day to- 


ward the end of October \vc paused 
in Albuquerque. Well up toward the 
roof of the hotel there I experi- 
enced the shock of my life. I swear 
a spark jumped at men when I tried 
to turn on or off a lamp. Ma'am, I 
was indignant. The matter must be 
attended to at once. It was intoler- 
able. I'd have it out of somebody's 
hide. I leaped to the telephone to 
lodge a protest with the manage- 
ment, and dad blast if the telephone 
didn't give me another and harder 
shock, which felt like a deliberate 
crack on the knuckles. What the in- 
articulate sputtering blazes!

Timidly I experimented. I found 


that walking quickly across the 
room developed 
a considerable 


charge and gave a sharp shock, snap 
or actual spark (in the dark) on 
contact with almost any object But 
if you lolled or stood or sat for a 
while before you touched the object, 
no static. 


Atmosphere in places of consider- 


able altitude is clear, dry. Favor- 
able conditions for static. 


Remedy? I know of none. Hu- 


midity or dampness diminishes sta- 
tic. Perhaps proper air-conditioning, 
especially evaporation of a few gal- 
lons of water daily in the office or 
room woutd abate the nuisance, and 
at the same time benefit 
health,

Decide if Boy Is to Use Car

It is the ambition of every American boy to drive a car of his-own. 


When boys reach adolescence, and their every tendency is to be all a 
man can be, the urge is mighty and hard to subdue. Parents arc caught 
in a difticulty never easy to overcome. The boy must learn to drive. That 
is the first step and easily taken. Now he wants to go out on his own. That 
is never easy to decide. 


If the boy were the only one driving a, car on the read there would be 


no questions. Unfortunately he would be one of hundreds, and careful 
driving must always include watching every other driver in sight. Even 
then, accidents happen. 


Those accidents worry parents when the boys begin driving cars. Peo- 


ple are hurt, often terribly hurt. Some are killed outright, far too many 
for our comfort. Damage suits come thick and fast in the wake of an ac- 
cident, endangering the economic structure of the home itself. Parents 
are never at peace when their children are out in cars at night 


Then there is the matter of girls and boys going places at night. There 


is such a casual notion about sex association these days among certain 
young people, many of them of high school age, that fathers and mothers 
cannot help dreading these long j 
rides to secluded roads, stops at 
roadhouses, dances and drinks to 
add joy to the occasion. These are 
the conditions of today. Like them 
or not, we must meet thcm. And 
we must train the boys and girls to 
meet them in healthy fashion. 


It seems to me that thc main 


question to be decided is the re- 
sponsibility of the boy and girl un- 
der consideration.

Boys delight in buy- 
ing a secondhand car, polishing it 
up, tinkering with it, and using it 
as their very own. It gives them a 
feeling of power and importance 
second to no other experience of 
their age. How practical, how safe 
is this ownership? 


If the, boy is a responsible sort 


ho drives a car and he can drive 
his own. Then comes the question 
of costs. 
The boy cannot earn 


much money. 
Some of what he 


earns should be saved for necessi- 
ties, education, and the like. A car 
would cat it all. and more. Extra;, 
fall on thc family, and any acci- 
dent is charged to the parents. Un- 


der such conditions it seems im- 
practical to let a boy take his sav- 
ings out of the bank and buy a car 
that must in thc end be an added 
expense to the family. 


It would seem better that owner- 


ship of a car be deferred until the 
young man is no longer dependent 
upon his family for financial sup- 
port, no longer in need of the sup- 
port of home and family.

During Last Year 


Only 616 Cases of Com- 


municable Illness; 


1,294 in 1938 


If communicable disease statistics 


for Appleton during 1939 may be 
used as a criterian, Appleton was 
twice as healthy last year as dur- 
ing 1938. 


Last year, communicable diseases 


reported to the city health depart- 
ment numbered 616 compared to 
1,204 the previous year, according 
to Claude N. Greisch, deputy health 
officer. The reduction was repre 
sented In the measles column where 
only 28 cases were listed last year, 
compared to 1,101 during 1938. 


Most prevalent in the city last 


year was chicken pox, a total of 336 
cases against 113 in 1938. There were 
241 cases of the disease among 
school children and 95 among adults 
and pre-school children.' 


Whooping cough showed an in- 


crease from 11 cases in 1938 to 120 
cases in 1939, 53 among school chil- 
dren and 67 among pre-school chil- 
dren. The cases appeared among 
children from nine months lo six 
years of age. 


The occurrence of scarlet fever 


Increased from 48 cases in 1938 to 
61 cases last year, 48 among school 
children and 13 among adults and 
pre-school youngsters. Age limits 
were two years to 34 years. 


Six cases of erysipelas were re- 


ported against none the year before 
while 18 cases of tuberculosis were 
reported, the same as in 1938. Forty-

Post-Crescent Madison Bureau 
Msdiaon — There are almost 15,- 


000 persons In several score asylums 
and mental hospitals in Wisconsin, 
and more than 2,500 on parole from 
those institutions. Every day 1 per 
cent of all the people in the state 
are Incapacited by mental disease. 
The state government and the coun- 
ties of Wisconsin spend hundreds 
of thousands of .dollars, raised by 
general taxation, employ hundreds 
of people to care for th« unfortu- 
nates in insane institutions. 


Directing that broad field of pub- 


lic welfare, under the reorganized 
welfare administration at the cap- 
itol, is a good-natured 69-year-old 
mental disease specialist who has 
not only distinguished himself in 
a medical career, but during a long 
life rose to a colonelcy in the na- 
tion's armed forces and saw service 
in two of the country's wars. 


He is Dr. Gilbert E. Seaman — 


otherwise known as Colonel Sea- 
man—director of the new division 
of mental hygiene in the consoli- 
dated state welfare department, 
former superintendent of the north- 
ern state hospital for the insane at 
Winnebago. former president of the 
state medical society, one of the 
state's foremost specialists in men- 
tal diseases, prominent in 
state 


military affairs, and a former chair- 
man of the University of Wisconsin 
board of regents when that insti- 
tution expanded its medical educa- 
tion and treatment facilities to put 
it on a level with the leading in- 
stitutions of the country. 


Separate Unit 


Under the old state welfare ad- 


ministrative system, a single de- 
partment had jurisdiction over not 
only the problem of the insane, but 
of the penal and correctional insti- 
tutions, child welfare, tuberculosis 
hospitals, and other fields. 


Under the new program, the di- 


vision of mental hygiene is a sepa- 
rate unit within the department of 
public welfare. As its director Dr. 
Seaman is charged only with the 
responsibility 
of promoting the 


welfare of the insane and the men- 
tally deficient Other departments 
arc similarly independent in the 
field of relief and pensions, child 
welfare, and corrections. 


Under his wing as mental hygiene 


chief Dr. Seaman will have five 
large institutions, the Mendota state 
hospital, the Winnebago institution 
which he formerly managed for six 
years, the northern and southern 
colonies for the feeble-minded at 
Chippewa Falls and Union Grove, 
and the Central State hospital for 
the Criminal Insane at Waupun. 


Moreover, he will have general 


supervisory 
authority over, and 


will be in close touch with the 37 
county asylums, unique in Ameri- 
can insane care, which shelter the 
bulk of the state's mentally ill.

this as one of three typical American cities in which to conduct a trial 
census of unemployment Springfield was selected because it was a prime 
example of a well-diversified smaller city where conditions were con- 
sidered "typically American." Springfield is an American "middletown," 


and if you examine the Springfields throughout the 
country you should get fairly close to the pul^e beat 
of the nation. 


The big American city has become a special prob-1 


lem in America. Most of them have acquired larger 
proletarian populations. It is the mayors of the big ] 
cities who have combined in a highly effective lobby 
at Washington—known as the conference of mayors— 
to fight for large relief and public works appropria- 
tions. The big cities have been the strongest allies of 
the administration in forcing large relief appropria- 
tions out of congress throughout the depression. These 
large cities are enjoying a rapid rise in industrial 
production and business activity which puts the sta- 
tistics back up to or above 1929 levels. Their relief 
and unemployment problems seemingly remain almost

land, that we draw the depressing picture which persists even after busi- 
ness activity has recovered. It is when we look at the large city that we 
wonder about the future of America and our ability to cope with the un- 
employment problem.

families of the nation live in cities 
of 100,000 or larger. Sixty per cent 
live in the smaller cities, and in the 
country.

Xeenah—America will have some 


form of complete government con- 
trol within the next generation be- 
cause its public is reluctant to stu- 
dy taxation problems, to consider 
seriously the mounting expendi- 
tures and apparently is not inter- 
ested in maintaining the heritage of 
liberty, C. S. Holloway. chief statis- 
tician of thc Wisconsin Taxpayers 
alliance. Madison^ predicted at the 
Twin City Business and Professional 
Women's club dinner meeting in the 
Valley Inn last night. 


The higher the taxation, the less 


liberty and more regimentation is 
indicated said the speaker as he 
held out but one hope for salvation 
from America's approach to some 
form of a socialistic state. That hope. 
Mr. Holloway said, is that citizens 
lake time and effort to study gov- 
ernment, to determine that expendi- 
ture programs were sane and sound 
and within the ability of all to pay, 
that borrowing be stopped and ex- 
penditures cut down.

Must Cat Relief Costs 


Relief, said Mr. Holloway, used

It is important to remember 
that from an economic standpoint, 
you are maintaining, through relief, 
non-productive workers and that 
maintenance js apt to squeeze you 
down to a lower level, for all monies 
paid out to relief limits the amount 
paid for other governmental ex- 
penditures such as schools. The old 
tax system is not adequate for the 
new heavy relief roads. We must 
either accept higher taxation or we 
must cut down relief. 


Mr. Holloway outlined the work 


of the Wisconsin Taxpayers alliance, 
pointing out that this non-political, 
non-profit organization was trying 
to educate the public to a full 
awareness of the taxation problem 
and the consequences of an increas- 
ing amount of economic control by 
government. Mr. Holloway display- 
ed charts to'show that since 1929, 
the share of the public in govern- 
ment has increased from about 9 per 
cent to 19 per cent. When govern- 
ment gets 50 per cent of the na- 
tional income, America will be a so- 
cialistic state.

new state board of health rules 
governing the control of scarlet'fev- 
er. 


Mild cases, when designated by a 


physician and approved by the 
health officer, may be released in 21 
days from quarantine and all oth- 
er cases shall remain in quarantine 
at least 28 days from the date of the 
original report or until all indica- 
tions of communicability 
have 


ceased. 


In cases requiring a long quaran- 


tine, the patient may be released in 
10 weeks provided proper precau- 
tions can be taken by the patient 
When the quarantine is removed 
prior to six weeks time, the patient 
must avoid contact 
with others. 


Children on the premises who have 
remained well may be liberated and 
can attend school upon removal of 
the quarantine..- 


A special written permit may be 


granted wage earners permitting 
them to leave and enter the quar- 
antined premises to attend work. 
Wage earners' permits may be is- 
sued only to adults. 


Well persons in the quarantined 


house may leave after cleansing and 
having clean or disinfected clothing 
but shall not again enter the prem- 
ises until after the removal of the 
quarantine.

Peter the Great 


Peter did not, of course, start out 


in life with the title of "the Great" 
He was simply little Prince Peter. 
At the death of the czar there was a 
question as to who should be given 
the throne. 


Peter was only ten years old at the 


time, and he had an older half- 
brother named Ivan. Ivan was in 
line for the throne, but his brain 
was not sound. He was close to be- 
ing feeble-minded, but most of the 
people did not know this fact 


Peter was named czar, but this 


brought on a revolt of a sort by 
people who wanted Ivan to rule 
Russia. An angry mob stormed the 
Kremlin, the huge fortress in Mos- 
cow. 


As a result of the revolt a new 


plan was carried out Both Ivan and 
Peter were named as rulers. Ivan 
died nine years later, and after that 
Peter held the throne alone 


Peter proved to be a different 


kind of ruler than was usual in 
Russia. He wanted to see the outside 
world, and to learn things from it 
This led him to make a long jour- 
ney. 


The 25-year-old czar (or emperor) 


gathered a party of 270 persons. 
Among them were young nobles, 
soldiers and jesters, and all were 
told to make ready for a journey to 
western Europe. 


Peter joined the party, but did so 


under the name of "Peter Mik- 
hailov." He hoped to keep it a secret 
that he had left his country. The 
secret leaked out however, and peo- 
ple knew him in several lands 
which he visited. 


The Russians were well treated in 


Germany, and a German princess 
wrote down an account of them. She 
said their leader was tall and had a 
quick mind, but she did not like his 
table manners. 


In Holland, Peter left the main 


party and went to work in a ship- 
yard. Renting a cottage nearby, he 
spent some days as a workman, and 
dressed the same as others laboring 
beside him. Someone learned who 
he was, and he became the center 
of so much interest that he left the 
shipyard, and went to another port 
of Holland. At Amsterdam he spent 
time going through factories and art 
gallaries. 


The farthest part of the journey 


was to England, where the Russians 
spent three months. Peter hired a 
number of British architects, ship- 
builders and goldsmiths, and sent 
them to Russia.

WINTER PRACTICE

G 


ET that wrist in shape before 
you start your fishing vaca- 
tion this year and it will not 


only save you many aches and 
pains, but will also save you many 
fish during the year. If you keep 
your wrist in condition during the 
winter months you will be ready 
for the bfg days and will be much 
more skilled than if you neglected 
your practice. 


Proper use of a bait or fly rod 


depends upon a pliant wrist that 
follows through in a coordinated 
manner. I have known old timers 
to walk along the street at this sea- 
son of the year swinging a lighl 
iron rod about eighteen inches long 
to keep their wrist action supple. 


The average caster uses his arm 


and body too much in casting a bait, 
and fails to realize what tremen- 
dous power he can get from his 
wrist and what excellent leverage 
can be obtained. Practice of a wrist 
swing will bring ability to get the 
irost out of a cast without heaving 
around like a hammer thrower. 


With the wrist alone, the good 


caster can send his lures to satis- 
factory distances for all types of 
fishing 
except the extraordinary 


Some of the most expert at catching 
as well as casting never send their 
baits out more than thirty or forty 


They feet. The wrist is just as impor- 


tant in fly casting although more 
arm action is necessary, of course 


The sound application of leverage 


is the secret of good casting under 
any condition. The angler, through 
practice, will learn of the tremen- 
dous leverage that is in any good 
rod, and will make use of it anc 
save his own energy and muscles. 
Casting all day long can be a ter- 
rific strain on anyone who doesn't 
do the thing properly. 


Use your wrist in the casting mo- 


tion upon every opportunity and 
when at all possible during these 
days actually cast. 
When 
*he 


weather is right this can be done 
in a backyard, in most indoor gym 
nasiums and in many other places. 
By removing the hooks from an 
ordinary plug, a good practice cast- 
ing bait may be made, and made at 
no extra expense.

Claim Each Case of Baldness 


Must be Considered Separately 


Madison — "Each case of bald- 


ness must be considered separate- 
ly," the state medical society said 
in a health bulletin today. 


"Baldness is a disease process 


which requires competent medical 
study to determine jts causes in 
each individual case, "and to direct 
its successful treatment. There are 
many kinds of baldness and many 
causes. Hair loss may be partial or 
complete and it'may affect the 
scalp only, or the entire body. While 
some cases of hair loss are-the re- 
sult of inherited causes or predis- 
position, the majority is due to ac- 
quired disease. Such disease may be 
local, affecting only the scalp, or 
systemic or general, affecting the 
scalp indirectly through disturb- 
ances of the general health. Exam- 
ples of the latter are the loss of 
hair following severe fevers and 
wasting diseases and examples of 
the former are any of a large group 
of skin diseases directly involving 
the scalp or affecting only the hair. 


Need Medical Advice 


"In the majority of cases of bald- 


ness a medical knowledge of skin 
diseases is necessary for the suc- 
cessful treatment of the scalp di- 
seases responsible for premature 
loss of hair. 


"The prevention of baldness is 


often a matter of hygiene. If the 
hair is properly brushed and comb- 
ed daily and if the scalp is washed 
when it becomes dirty, susceptibil- 
ity to certain types of scalp and 
hair diseases is reduced. On the 
other hand, if proper scalp hygiene 
is neglected and if public combs 
and brushes 
are 
promiscuously 


used, the liability to scalp diseases 
and consequent baldness is increas- 
ed. 


"A small amount of hair loss oc- 


curs normally almost continuously 
and thinning of the hair in late 
adult life is a normal process. But 
if the loss of hair is very profuse, 
or if it is associated with other 
symptoms of scalp disease, such as 
excessive scale formation, common- 
ly referred to as dandruff, increas- 
ed dryness. excessive oiliness, itch- 
ing, 
or the presence of skin erup- 


tions, it is likely that a scalp di- 
sease or some other disturbance of 
the individual's health has occurred. 
It is most important then that the 
patient consult a physician for suc- 
cessful treatment."
